84.09(3)(b) requires that upon order of the Department 9 
of Transportation (DOT) the County shall transfer the above referenced lands to the DOT; and, 10

WHEREAS, the DOT has issued the order requiring the transfer of the above referenced 12 
strip of land more specifically described as:  13 
(Project DJ 7752:  Parcels 1,2) NE¼- SW¼ (GL 5) S10 T39N R6E and Gov’t Lot 2 & NW¼-14 
SE¼ S10 T39N R6E & Gov’t Lots 2 & 4, S11 T39N R6E [Fifield – Woodruff Road STH 70 – 15 
Oneida County], and now know as part of Old Highway70 RD; and, 16 
 WHEREAS, a part of the above described reference strip of land was not built as 17 
indicated in the attached Affidavit from the DOT; and, 18

WHEREAS, the order of the DOT requires that the County Clerk and the Highway 20 

Committee sign the attached quitclaim deed; and, 21 
WHEREAS, Oneida County requires that an Affidavit be recorded by the DOT 22 

immediately after the quit claim deed is recorded to indicate that the portion not built is vacated 23 
and revoked to avoid questions of title to the strip.  24
